‘Something has to be done’: Mother 



School bullying. 

Dartmouth woman 
worries about kids 
in light of Rehtaeh 
Parsons suicide

A mother who has pulled 
two of her children out of a 
Dartmouth school says there 
needs to be more education 
around bullying in the early 
grades before it’s “too late.” 

Melinda Ross wiped tears 
away from behind her glasses 
as she spoke about her kids’ 
troubles with bullies. 

“Something has to be 
done,” Ross said in her family 
living room, with her daugh¬ 
ter, Alyssa, 11, and sons, 
Joshua, 12, and Blake, 9, sit¬ 
ting quietly nearby. 

“We should be able to send 
our kids to school and be com¬ 
fortable enough in knowing 
that they’re going to be safe 
and not tormented, not hurt.” 

Ross is speaking out in 
light of the recent suicide 
death of Rehtaeh Parsons, 
who killed herself after re¬ 
lentless bullying. She said 


that two years ago, Josh, who 
has special needs, was bul¬ 
lied for about six months by 
a group of boys who called 
him names and eventually 
slammed a door into his head. 

She said she had spoken 


with teachers at Ian Forsyth 
Elementaiy about the bully¬ 
ing and was told things were 
being “put in place” to pro¬ 
tect Josh, but the bullying 
continued and in June of 2011 
she pulled him out of school. 


In the past three weeks, 
Ross said, Alyssa has been 
bullied by a couple of girls as 
well, and is pulling her daugh¬ 
ter out of school because she’s 
worried the stress could trig¬ 
ger Alyssa’s epilepsy. 


Doug Hadley of the Hali¬ 
fax Regional School Board 
said they were only informed 
about Alyssa’s problem on 
Tuesday, and teachers are 
“actively” looking to address 
Ross’s concerns. 


Plea

“One of the things when 
we’re talking about ... bully¬ 
ing is breaking the code of si¬ 
lence,” Hadley said. 

“Students shouldn’t feel 
that they have to suffer. They 
need to talk to someone.” 

The Ross family moved to 
a new house two weeks ago 
so Alyssa could be in the Ad¬ 
miral Westphal Elementaiy 
School area, where Josh is 
now “thriving” in the smaller 
school. 

Ross said she’s speaking 
out because she feels the 
anti-bullying tactics in school 
aren’t working. 

She added that her fear 
is that what happened with 
Rehtaeh Parsons could even¬ 
tually happen with her own 
daughter. 

“Don’t wait, because if not 
(now) it could be too late by 
the time they hit junior high 
and high school,” she said. 

“ft has to start earlier ver¬ 
sus later.”

Cyber-Safety Act. 

Bullies could have their 
computers confiscated, 
face jail time under new 
legislation

A six-person investigative unit 
will handle complaints of 
cyberbullying as part of new 
legislation brought forward 
Thursday by the province. 

The announcement at Hali¬ 
fax West High School comes 
in the wake of the death of 
Rehtaeh Parsons, a 17-year-old 
high school student who took 
her own life following relent¬ 
less bullying after images of 
her being allegedly gang-raped 
were shared on social media. 

“In the past few weeks it 
has become veiy clear to all of 
us that cyberbullying is a wide¬ 
spread problem that requires 
more than just words to fix,” 
Justice Minister Ross Landiy 


Changing behavior

it comes to bullying and 
spreading awareness. 


• “As a government we 
want to make sure that 
we change behaviour” 
he said. 


said at the morning announce¬ 
ment. 

The investigative unit 
would be the first of its kind 
in Canada, Landiy says. 

According to the province, 
the new legislation in the 
Cyber-Safety Act would allow 
victims to apply to the court 
for an order to stop someone 
from cyberbullying. 

Judges could order a per¬ 
son not to use electronic 
means to contact or talk about 
the victim. 

The legislation would also 
mean judges could order 
someone to stop using a par¬ 


ticular form of social media or 
electronic communication. 

Judges would be able to 
confiscate electronics, and vic¬ 
tims could sue the bully or the 
bully’s parents. 

Violation of a protection 
order would carry a max¬ 
imum fine of $5,000 and a jail 


term of up to six months. 

“And that’s just the first 
violation of the order,” Landiy 
said. 

It’s hoped the new bill will 
give people like Gaiy Watson, 
principal at Halifax West, 
clearer authority to deal with 
bullying, even if it doesn’t 


occur on school property. 

Watson blames technology 
for today’s bullying issues. 

“Twenty years ago if I 
wanted to say something bad 
to you, I’d have to look you in 
the eye and say it or I’d have 
to write it on paper, which I 
wouldn’t,” he said. 


Youth-suicide prevention scam making rounds 



Police in Halifax are warning 
the public about a fraud scam 
making the rounds where 
people present themselves as 
cops and ask for donations for 
youth-suicide prevention. 

The scam comes in the wake 
of the suicide of Rehtaeh Par¬ 
sons, the 17-year-old Cole Har¬ 
bour high school student who 
took her life after 18 months of 
relentless bullying. 

“It’s unfortunate that some¬ 


one would take advantage 
of a tragic event to try and 
gain financial advantage from 
people,” said Halifax Regional 
Police spokesman Const. Pierre 
Bourdages. “On top of that, 
they’re using Halifax Regional 
Police’s name in this.” 

“We believe it’s people with¬ 
out any type of conscience,” he 
added. 

In the past week, Halifax 
Regional Police say they have 


received several complaints 
from the public about calls 
from people claiming to be 
with either HRP or Halifax 
Regional Police Service asking 
for donations to the Golden 
Shield campaign. 

Police say the caller says 
the campaign is about youth 
suicide prevention and adding 
more officers in schools. 

Police refer to the scam as 
“vishing,” done for the purpos¬ 


es of obtaining access to bank 
account or credit card informa¬ 
tion. Bourdages said they don’t 
believe the scam is local, citing 
the fact that an improper name 
for HRP is being used. He said 
in the past these types of scams 
have started overseas. 

“It’s obvious they have no 
knowledge of Halifax, or even 
the way Halifax Regional Police 
name is used,” he said.

Human rights. 

Restorative process 
ends six years after 
original complaint

Firefighter Robert Gray 
paused for a moment and 


looked down at the small fire 
truck in his hand, a crowd of 
nearly 100 people watching 
silently. 

“Up until the last year and 
a half I would never have 
recommended this job to 
anyone,” Gray said. “But in 
the last 15 months or so, I 
do enjoy coming to work. It’s 
changed.” 

On Thursday morning, 
the human-rights complaint 


against HRM and its fire ser¬ 
vice around racism in the 
workforce came to an end as 
members of the Halifax Asso¬ 
ciation of Black Firefighters 
(HABFF), HRM and the Nova 
Scotia Human Rights Com¬ 
mission gathered to hear an 
official apology, and present 
a plan to end discrimination 
in the future. 

“As an employer, we 
should have done more to 


prepare the work environ¬ 
ment to be inclusive and pro¬ 
tect you as employees and as 
people,” said HRM fire chief 
Doug Trussler. 

A toy fire truck had been 
used during the process, and 
only the person holding it 
had right to speak. 

The complaint was filed 
by a group of black firefight¬ 
ers back in 2007, detailing 
several instances of racism 




since 2002. 

Many incidents involved 
racial slurs, but the common 
thread is that followup inves¬ 
tigations into the incidents 
were inadequate. 

“Frustration just reached 
a boiling point. They’d 
throw processes in, and then 
wouldn’t do them,” said Ray 
Adelcayode, one of the fire¬ 
fighters who spoke during 
the meeting. 

Gray added that bringing 
up the specific acts of racism 
doesn’t help anyone in mov¬ 
ing forward. 

“Better late than never, 
but it’s still heartfelt,” Gray 
said about the apology. “Sit¬ 


ting here listening to that 
definitely lifted my spirits, 
and made me feel better.” 

The parties also intro¬ 
duced a 26-point plan ac¬ 
knowledging the short¬ 
comings of the service and 
creating specific ways to en¬ 
sure racism is eliminated. 

Gray said the process start¬ 
ed with race-based issues, but 
the parties also wanted to 
make a plan that would help 
all visible minority groups 
that work within HRM and 
across the province. 

“An opportunity like this 
only comes by once a career, 
and we thought we’d make 
the most of it,” Gray said.

A Dartmouth man is facing 
more than 60 fraud-related 
charges and 65 counts of failing 
to comply with a probation or¬ 
der dating back three years for 
an alleged fraud scam. 

Jeffrey Archibald Baker, 48, 
was arrested on Wednesday 
and held in custody overnight 
before appearing in court on 
Thursday 

According to a police re¬ 
lease, on April 7 an officer 
reported a case of fraud at a 
Bayer’s Lake store where a man 
returned an item he hadn’t pur¬ 
chased and was arrested at the 
scene. 

Following that incident, the 
officer completed a three-week 
investigation and uncovered 
more alleged fraud transactions 
throughout HRM going back to

2010 and exceeding $10,000. 

Police allege the suspect en¬ 
tered a store, picked an item, 
went to the customer service 
desk and tried to return it by 
saying he had lost his receipt.

Six years later. Remains 
of missing teen found 


The RCMP say they don’t be¬ 
lieve foul play was involved in 
the death of Fall River’s Em¬ 
mett Price, whose body was 
found last week in southeast¬ 
ern New Brunswick, nearly six 
years after he was reported mis¬ 
sing at the age of 12. 

Police say Price’s skel¬ 
etal remains were identified 
through dental records. They 
were discovered last Friday in 
a wooded area near Gunnings- 
ville Boulevard in Riverview, 
near Moncton. 

“We haven’t yet estab¬ 
lished a cause of death. That 
is still under investigation,” 
said Const. Damien Theriault 
of the Codiac RCMP. “All I can 
say is the evidence that we 
have recovered at the scene 
does not point to foul play at 
this point. 

“We are still trying to es¬ 
tablish exactly how long the 
remains were where they were 
discovered,” he added. 

While he couldn’t pinpoint 
an exact time frame, Theriault 
did say it’s safe to say the bones

“It can hopefully add a sense 
of closure to the family as this 
file was open for six years,” 
MacRae said. 

At the time of his disappear¬ 
ance on Aug. 8, 2007, police in 
Halifax said Price left his home 
in Fall River with no money 
or identification. Investigators 
said he also left without his 
medication for schizophrenia 
and was last seen in Moncton 
the following day. 

The Mounties are asking for 
anyone who spoke to the Price 
around the time he was re¬ 
ported missing to contact them 
or Crime Stoppers.

Dartmouth man 
sentenced to life, no 
parole eligibility until 
2023 for second-degree 
murder of Nadine Taylor

A Dartmouth man sentenced 
to second-degree murder was 
referred to as a “predator” by 
the judge delivering his sen¬ 
tencing on Thursday. 

Steven Elliott Laffin, wear¬ 
ing a blue-and-white plaid 
shirt, sat motionless as Jus¬ 
tice Felix Cacchione made his 
decision. 

“You’ve shown through 
your actions ... that you are a 


predator, and you are a dan¬ 
gerous one,” Cacchione said. 

Laffin, 38, was sentenced 
to an automatic life in prison 
term with no parole eligibility 
until October 2023 in the kill¬ 
ing of Nadine Taylor, a local 
sex-trade worker. He pleaded 
guilty in March to the killing. 

The 13-year parole eligibil¬ 
ity — a figure jointly recom¬ 
mended by the Crown and 
defence — is effective from 
Oct. 19, 2010, when he was 
first in prison. 

Asked if he had anything 
to say before his sentencing, 
Laffin turned to Taylor’s 
family in the back of the 
courtroom. 

“I know saying I’m soriy 
won’t do anything ... but I am 
soriy for eveiything I have 
done and for the pain I have 
caused,” Laffin said. “I can 
understand their sleepless¬ 


ness, their nightmares and 
the pain that they feel.” 

But Cacchione didn’t be¬ 
lieve Laffin’s apology. He rec¬ 
ommended Laffin undergo a 
psychiatric assessment. 

“Your lack of remorse and 
insight into your behaviour 
leave me to conclude that 
you’re either a psychopath or 
that you have psychopathic 
tendencies,” he said. 

When delivering his deci¬ 
sion, Cacchione said Laffin’s 
guilty plea and his disclo¬ 
sure of the location of Tay¬ 
lor’s body to police this year 
helped mitigate his sentence. 

“If it were not for the fact 
that this recommendation 
was made by experienced 
counsel, and if it were not 
for the fact that I were bound 
by precedent and case law, I 
would be inclined to impose a 
much harsher sentence.” 


Other sentences 


• In a separate proceeding 
Thursday, Laffin was also 
sentenced for four addi¬ 
tional crimes in relation 
to the kidnapping of a 
woman in August 2010. 


• The jail sentences are 
concurrent, and include 
four years for kidnap¬ 
ping, nine years for 
aggravated assault, two 
years for uttering threats 
and two years for unlaw¬ 
ful confinement. 


Taylor disappeared in July 
2010. Laffin was charged with 
her murder that October. 

In March, Laffin led police 
to Taylor’s body in East Chez- 
zetcoolc. 


Mother of victim suffers from PTSD 


Nadine Taylor’s mother 
choked back tears as she read 
her victim-impact statement 
during Thursday’s sentencing 
of Steven Laffin. 

“Nadine was my precious 


dolly girl: She was pretty, 
funny, loved people and ani¬ 
mals,” said Donna Taylor. 
“She would never turn any¬ 
one away who needed help or 
food.” 


Taylor said her life has 
been shattered by the loss of 
her daughter, and she now 
suffers from PTSD. The medi¬ 
cation to treat her symptoms 
prevents her from donating 


blood or being a bone-marrow 
donor. 

“This disables me to give 
the gift of life to someone 
else,” she said.

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NSHCC. $5-million deal 
reached in orphanage suit 


Boy, 16, charged in North 
Preston shooting 


The Nova Scotia Home for 
Colored Children has agreed 
to pay $5 million to for¬ 
mer residents of the Dart¬ 
mouth orphanage after they 
launched a class-action law¬ 
suit two years ago over allega¬ 
tions of abuse. 

The lawsuit involved 
about 140 former residents 
who alleged they were phys¬ 
ically, sexually and mentally 
abused by staff at the home 
over a 50-year period up until 
the 1980s. 

According to terms of the 
agreement signed on Thurs¬ 
day, the money will be placed 
in a trust account until a 
separate class-action lawsuit 
against the provincial govern¬ 
ment is resolved. 

If that lawsuit is still on¬ 
going a year after the settle¬ 
ment money from the home 
has been received, the law¬ 
yers for the plaintiffs can 
seek the court’s approval of 
a plan to distribute the funds. 

The home has also agreed 
to co-operate with the plain¬ 
tiffs as they continue their 
lawsuit against the provincial 
government. 


• The home opened in 
1921 , but its role has 
evolved over the years. 
It now promotes the 
health and well-being 
of children and families 
within Nova Scotia's 
black community. 


The agreement is still 
subject to approval during a 
settlement hearing scheduled 
for June 10 before the Nova 
Scotia Supreme Court in Hali¬ 
fax. 

In December, Halifax po¬ 
lice and the RCMP announced 
they would not be laying 
criminal charges in the case 
after concluding there was 
not enough evidence to sup¬ 
port the allegations. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
promised in a throne speech 
last month that his govern¬ 
ment would set up an in¬ 
dependent panel to review 
the accusations. Details of 
that review have not been 
released, the Canadian press

• Raheem Downey trains 
with the Scotia’s Best 
Amateur Boxing Club in 
Bayer's Lake, according 
to his boxing coach, 
Robert Cave. He is 
focused on qualifying for 
the Canadian National 
Championships and, 
eventually, the Olympics.

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Dexter puzzled by Ottawa's take on Macintosh case 


Stemming back to 
the 1970s. Province 
conducting its own 
review in the case 
of Ernest Fenwick 
Macintosh 


Premier Darrell Dexter said 
he can’t understand why Ot¬ 
tawa is ruling out a public 


inquiiy into the case of Er¬ 
nest Fenwick Macintosh after 
Canada’s top court concluded 
it took too long to bring sex 
offence charges against him 
to trial. 

Federal Justice Minister 
Rob Nicholson said Thursday 
he has no plans for an in¬ 
quiiy, a decision Dexter said 
his government will tiy to 
change. 

“The facts of the case are 
deeply disturbing, so why 


would you not agree to some 
kind of review?” Dexter said. 

He said the province’s re¬ 
quest for an inquiiy was not 
intended to assign blame. 

“Whenever there is a fail¬ 
ure in a system there is a ten¬ 
dency in that system to want 
to defend themselves. That’s 
not the function of a review 
and that is not what polit¬ 
icians should be doing.” 

On Tuesday, the Supreme 
Court of Canada rejected the 


Crown’s appeal of a lower 
court ruling that tossed out 
17 sex offence convictions 
against Macintosh. 

The court said the provin¬ 
cial Crown took too long to 
bring the former Cape Bre¬ 
ton businessman to trial on 
charges involving boys in the 
1970s. 

Macintosh was working 
in India when the allegations 
first surfaced in 1995, but he 
wasn’t extradited to Canada 


until 2007 and didn’t go to 
trial until 2010. 

Nicholson said Thursday 
that when the federal Con¬ 
servatives came to power, 
they acted swiftly to have 
Macintosh extradited.

Could you live on $1.75 a day 
and eat nutritiously? 

Hundreds of Canadians 
are going to join thousands 
around the world next week 
in a challenge called Live 
Below the Line, created by 
the Global Poverty Project to 
raise awareness of poverty. 

The $1.75 figure is the Can¬ 
adian equivalent of the ex¬ 
treme poverty line as defined 
by the World Bank. Some 1.4 
billion people live on that 
amount for all their needs, 
not just food and drink. 

Lost Girl star Zoie Palmer 
and Aaron Abrams from the 
TV series Hannibal are among 
those in Canada lending their 
voices to the challenge. In the 
U.S., Oscar winner Ben Affleck 
is planning to take the chal¬ 


lenge to raise awareness. 

From next Monday to Fri¬ 
day, participants are asked to 
spend no more than $8.75 total 
for all meals and drinks. They 
are not supposed to eat food 
they have on hand unless that 
cost is factored in.

“For a lot of people, $1.75 a 
day is less than they spend on 
their morning coffee, so it is a 
step outside of most people’s 
comfort zone,” said Erin De- 
viney, Live Below the Line’s 
campaign manager in Canada.

Assisted suicide 


Canadian dies 
with aid of doctor 
in Switzerland 

A Manitoba woman won 
her battle Thursday for the 
right to die on her own 
terms, with the help of a 
doctor, before she could 
be consumed by a disease 
that was robbing her of 
control over her body. 

Susan Griffiths, 72, 
died peacefully with some 
family members by her 
side at the Dignitas clinic 
in Zurich, Switzerland, a 
friend confirmed.

Griffiths did not go 
quietly, though. She went 
public with her stoiy in 
the hope that Canada may 
change its laws. 

“I sincerely hope that 
Canadian laws will change 
soon to allow individuals 
like myself to make end- 
of-life choices at home,” 
she wrote in one of her 
final messages — an email 
to The Canadian Press on 
Wednesday.

Haiti. Colleagues in 
shock as Quebec priest 
killed after leaving bank 


Members of a Catholic re¬ 
ligious order in the Que¬ 
bec City area were in shock 
Thursday after hearing a col¬ 
league had been shot to death 
in Haiti just one week before 
he was due to return home. 

Richard E. Joyal, a 62-year- 
old member of the Marian or¬ 
der, was killed as he left a bank 
in the capital of Port-au-Prince. 

Police said Joyal had just 
withdrawn $1,000 at about 
10:30 a.m. when two men on 
a motorcycle approached and 
grabbed a bag he was carrying. 

The passenger shot him 
three times in the back. 

Father Marc Turcotte, a 
Marian priest, said his col¬ 
league was in Haiti to help 
relocate students after the 
earthquake of January 2010. 

“It’s terrible news, it’s dread¬ 
ful,” he told The Canadian 
Press. “I don’t understand.” 

The religious congregation 
is in the process of closing its 
mission, which first opened 
in the early 2000s. 

“We were tiying to find 
places for a number of young 
people, seven or eight, where 
they could continue their 



studies,” Turcotte said Thurs¬ 
day. “He (Joyal) was there in 
Haiti to take care of them.” 

Father Irenee Breton, an¬ 
other Marian priest, said the 
mission was told it should 
close down its operations. 

Canada sharpened its trav¬ 
el advisoiy to Haiti in Decem¬ 
ber, citing high crime rates in 
various parts of the country 
and ongoing political ten¬ 
sions.

Tories promote tougher 
criminal-justice agenda 


The complexity of including 
the perspective of victims in 
Canada’s criminal-justice sys¬ 
tem was encapsulated Thurs¬ 
day in a single, 24-minute 
news conference on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill. 

And it highlighted a ques¬ 
tion that too often goes 
unasked in official Ottawa: 
When does justice for victims 
become Old Testament ven¬ 
geance on criminals? 

“It’s taken years for vic¬ 
tims to try to get the mes¬ 
sage out that we are not these 
angiy, vengeful people,” said 
Sharon Rosenfeldt, whose 
16-year-old son Daiyn was 
one of the victims of serial 
killer Clifford Olsen in 1981. 

“However, there is victim¬ 
ization whether you want to 
accept it or not. There is an 
aftermath to crime.” 

Rosenfeldt was on hand as 
the Conservative government 
announced it would back a pri¬ 
vate member’s bill designed to 
keep some killers behind bars 
for up to 40 years before be¬ 
coming eligible for parole. 

The measure, which 


capped the eighth annual 
Victims of Crime Week in Ot¬ 
tawa, is the work of Manitoba 
Conservative MP James Bez- 
an, who says he was motiv¬ 
ated by the needs of victims 
of crime, not a desire to pun¬ 
ish the perpetrators. 

Where victims once lob¬ 
bied successfully for the right 
to appear and make represen¬ 


tations at parole hearings, 
some now say those hearings 
can be too traumatic to bear. 

Bezan’s bill would allow 
judges to impose sentences of 
up to 40 years without parole 
for murders which involve a 
kidnapping and a sexual of¬ 
fence against the victim — 
“the most sadistic of our soci¬ 
ety,” he said, the Canadian press

Surviving suspect says 
he and his brother 
planned to attack 
Times Square 


The Boston Marathon bomb¬ 
ers were headed for Times 
Square to blow up the rest of 
their explosives, authorities 
said Thursday, in what they 
portrayed as a chilling, spur-of- 
the-moment scheme that fell 
apart when the brothers real¬ 
ized the car they had hijacked 
was low on gas. 

“New York City was next on 
their list of targets,” Mayor Mi¬ 
chael Bloomberg said. 

New York Police Commis¬ 
sioner Raymond Kelly said 
Dzhokhar Tsamaev told in¬ 
terrogators from his hospi¬ 
tal bed that he and his older 
brother decided on the spot 
last Thursday night to drive 
to New York and launch an at¬ 
tack. In their stolen SUV they 


had five pipe bombs and a 
pressure-cooker explosive like 
the ones that blew up at the 
marathon, Kelly said. 

But when the brothers 
stopped at a gas station, the 
carjacking victim they were 
holding hostage escaped and 
called police, Kelly said. Later 
that night, police intercepted 
the brothers in a blazing gun- 
battle that left 26-year-old Tam¬ 
erlan Tsamaev dead. 

“We don’t know if we 
would have been able to stop 
the terrorists had they arrived 
here from Boston,” the mayor 
said. “We’re just thankful that 
we didn’t have to find out that 
answer.” 

The news caused New 
Yorkers to shudder with the 
thought that the city may 
have narrowly escaped an¬ 
other terrorist attack, though 
whether the brothers could 
have made it to the city is an 
open question. They were two 
of the most-wanted men in the 
world, their faces splashed all 
over the Internet and TV in 
surveillance-camera images re¬ 
leased by the FBI hours earlier.

Dzhokhar, 19, is charged 
with cariying out the Boston 
Marathon bombing April 15 
that killed three people and 
wounded more than 260, and 
he could get the death penalty. 
Christina Dilorio-Sterling, a 
spokeswoman for U.S. Attor¬ 
ney Carmen Ortiz in Boston, 
would not comment on wheth¬ 
er authorities plan to add char¬ 
ges based on the alleged plot to 
attack New York. 

Investigators and law¬ 
makers briefed by the FBI 
have said the Tsamaev broth¬ 
ers were motivated by anger 
over the U.S. wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

Based on the younger 
man’s interrogation and other 
evidence, authorities have said 
it appears so far that the broth¬ 


ers were radicalized via Islamic 
jihadi material on the Internet 
instead of any direct contact 
with terrorist organizations, 
but they warned that it is still 
not certain. 

Dzhokhar was interrogated 


in his hospital room Sunday 
and Monday over a period of 
16 hours without being read 
his rights to remain silent and 
have an attorney present. He 
immediately stopped talking 
after a magistrate judge and 


a representative from the U.S. 
Attorney’s office entered the 
room and gave him his Mir¬ 
anda warning, according to a 
U.S. law enforcement official 
and others briefed on the in¬ 
terrogation.

Emperor’s undies not for 
sale, but hair sells for $18K 


Biochemist digs for 
nose-picking benefits 


Bidders looking for a pair of 
underwear worn by a for¬ 
mer emperor came away dis¬ 
appointed Thursday from an 
auction of Austrian imperial 
memorabilia. But a lock of his 
hair sold for nearly 14,000 eu¬ 
ros (around $18,500). 

Vienna’s Dorotheum auc¬ 
tion house had said Emperor 
Franz-Josef’s linen would be 
put on the block, suggesting 
there was a chance that one 
of the ruler’s patched under¬ 
garments would be put on sale. 

But the only intimate ap¬ 
parel sold Thursday was a pair 
of silk long johns made for 
his wife, Elisabeth. She was 
assassinated in 1898 before 
ever wearing them, and that 
appeared to lower their attrac¬ 
tion. The garment went for 
2,000 euros, below its estimat¬ 
ed value. 

Not so the hair. Bedded in 
a worn purple velvet case, the 
silvery strands fetched 13,720 
euros. Hushed murmurs rip¬ 
pled through the room as the 
winning bid was announced on 
behalf of Austrian restaurateur

Professor aims to get 
students interested in 
chemistry in an unusual 
— and gross — way 


If you don’t like gross 
things, this story is snot for 
you. 

An associate professor 
of biochemistry at the Uni¬ 
versity of Saskatchewan is 
trying to get more students 
interested in science by 
looking at the health bene¬ 
fits of picking your nose and 
eating it. 

Scott Napper says nature 
pushes us to do different 
things because it is to our 
advantage to have certain 
behaviours and consume 
different types of foods. 

Napper says mucous 
traps germs and stops them 


from getting into our body, 
but if we consume that mu¬ 
cous, it could help train our 
immune system by exposing 
it to the germs. 

So he says when children 
have the urge to pick their 
nose and eat it, parents 
shouldn’t get upset. 

Napper says he hopes to 
conduct a study where some 
type of molecule is inserted 
in people’s noses and then 
half the participants pick 
their nose and eat it and the 
other half don’t. 

“I think the challenge 
would be getting volunteers 
to participate in this experi¬ 
ment,” he says with a laugh. 
“Especially if you didn’t 
know which group you were 
going to fall into.” 

Napper also says making 
science more humorous and 
fun keeps students interest¬ 
ed and engaged. 

“I don’t try to convert 
them all to biochemistry. My 


goal is always if I can teach 
you one thing that you’re 
going to tell somebody else 
about outside the scope of 
this class, then I’ve prompt¬ 
ed you to think a little bit, 
to question these things and 
I think with this example, it 
probably succeeded in that.” 

Napper has two young 


daughters and says the idea 
of letting them pick their 
noses, even if in the name of 
science, didn’t go over well 
with his wife. 

“Yeah, she’s of a differ¬ 
ent opinion,” he says. “She’s 
more towards training them 
to be little ladies.”

Harpoons, robots could 
help rid space of junk

Nets, harpoons and sui¬ 
cide robots could become 
weapons of choice to hunt 
down the space junk threat¬ 
ening crucial communica¬ 
tions satellites currently in 
orbit around Earth, scien¬ 
tists said Thursday. 

Even lasers that act like 
Star Trek tractor beams 
were among the proposals 
put forward to protect some 
$ 100-billion worth of satel¬ 
lites from cosmic garbage. 

“Whatever we do is go¬ 
ing to be an expensive solu¬ 
tion,” Heiner Klinlcrad, a 


space-debris expert at the 
European Space Agency, 
said in Darmstadt, Germany. 
“But one has to compare 
the costs of what we are in¬ 
vesting to solve the problem 
as compared to losing the 
infrastructure that we have 
in orbit.” 

Experts estimate that 
about 27,000 objects meas¬ 
uring 10 centimetres or 
more are flying through 
orbit at 80 times the speed 
of a passenger jet, Klinlcrad 
said. Each one of those could 
destroy a satellite. And even

Luxembourg. EU court 
upholds seal-products ban 


Canada’s embattled sealing in¬ 
dustry was dealt another blow 
Thursday when a European 
Union court upheld a three- 
year-old ban on seal products. 

The General Court of the 
European Union issued a 
statement saying it rejected a 
challenge from a group that 
includes the Canadian Fur Insti¬ 
tute, the seal processing indus¬ 
try and one of Canada’s largest 
Inuit groups. 

The Luxembourg-based 
court said the existing ban is 
valid because it fairly harmon¬ 
izes the EU market while pro¬ 
tecting the economic and social 
interests of Inuit communities. 

Terry Audla, president of 
the national Inuit organization, 
issued a statement saying the 
ruling does little to protect the 
Inuit. 

“We Inuit have been telling 
the EU all along that the ban 
is not good for us,” Audla said. 


Inuit exemption 


• Even though the Inuit have 
an exemption that allows 
them to sell seal products 
in Europe, the Inuit Tapiriit 
Kanatami wants the ban 
struck down because the 
group believes its markets 
will dry up if a wider ban 
remains in place. 


“But their colonial, holier-than- 
thou attitude toward us and 
their self-serving interests have 
not resulted in a fair or just pro¬ 
cess for Inuit.” 

The Nunavut government 
issued a statement saying 
prices for sealskins have col¬ 
lapsed since the EU ban was 
introduced, despite the Inuit 
exemption.

Richard: Mark, I thought The 
Colony made good use of the 
situation to build atmosphere 
and tension. The icy outside 
and claustrophobic interiors 
(it was shot at the decom¬ 
missioned North American 
Aerospace Defense Command 
base in North Bay, Ont.) do the 
trick, and keep you uncom¬ 
fortable throughout. Shadows 
and creepy sounds stand-in for 
elaborate special effects, but 
when the going gets bloody, 


old school nasty action effects 

— like a bisected bad guy skull 

— are effective and cringe indu¬ 
cing. Were you hot or cold on 
it? 

Mark: Somewhere between 
tepid and lukewarm, Richard. 
Although there’s nothing 
wrong with this movie, there’s 
not much that is original or 
memorable. It’s a little bit zom¬ 
bie, a little bit aliens, a little 
bit haunted house. The atmos¬ 
phere and tension are well 
done, but that isn’t enough. 
The real mysteiy is how they 
got Laurence Fishburne to ap¬ 
pear in what feels like a superi¬ 
or direct-to-video release. 

RC: I hear you. On the down¬ 
side The Colony has many of 
the standard plot devices used 
in sci-fi thrillers — who doesn’t 


see the sacrifice of the meta¬ 
phorical red shirt coming? — 
and the ultimate survivors just 
happen to be the good-looking 
ones who escape to Adam and 
Eve it up elsewhere. But it 
makes up for its deficiencies 
with some excellently feral 
cannibals and an ending that, 
while hopeful, is still bleaker 
and cooler than we might ex¬ 
pect if this was a big Hollywood 
movie. 

MB: I didn’t find the end¬ 
ing bleak at all. What I did 
find bleak was casting Bill 
Paxton and giving him a one 
dimensional papier mache role. 
Mind you, none of the charac¬ 
ters were particularly vivid. 

RC: Bill Paxton has been in 
WAY worse movies than this. 
I kind of liked the simplicity 


of the whole thing. Reminded 
me of an old school action 
movie that stereotypes as a 
kind of shorthand to let the 
audience know what to expect. 
It’s not the characters that are 
interesting — they’re the stan¬ 
dard hero, anti-hero types — 
it’s their actions. This movie 
doesn’t reinvent the wheel by 
any means, but the journey the 
characters went on entertained 
me. Besides, any movie featur¬ 
ing feral cannibals is OK in my 
books. 

MB: Hey, I like a feral canni¬ 
bal as much as the next guy; I 
mean, it’s not like I’m a vegan. 
I was modestly entertained by 
the movie but I thought it could 
have been better with a few 
more rewrites. I will say this, 
though: North Bay has never 
looked better.

After the huge success of the 
first two Iron Man movies, 
followed by the Avengers, 
were you even in the position 
to turn down this third instal¬ 
ment? 

I signed up for three movies, so 
I didn’t have the choice. But I 
wanted to do it. I promise. 

Did you have a say when it 
came to the evolution of your 
character? 

Working on this kind of 
project, you’re dealing with 
so many egos. A guy in a suit 
tells you, “This is the movie 
I want to make.” And you’re 
like, “Hang on a minute, what 


are you going on about?!” Iron 
Man 3, is first and foremost dir¬ 
ector Shane Black’s movie. He 
wrote the script together with 
Drew Pearce, another super 
talented guy. They spoke to all 
those involved for two weeks 
and then they disappeared. 
They came back two weeks 
later with a script that was 100 
times better than what we had 
originally discussed. It was a 
surprise. Normally, with this 
kind of movie, you read the 
script and you think, “F—, how 
am I going to film this trash?”

One of the stars from The 
Walking Dead has an interest¬ 
ing perspective on why viewers 
can’t get enough of the AMC 
television megahit which has 
just concluded its third season. 

Steven Yeun suggests the 
series, which is based on comic 
books of the same name, is tap¬ 
ping into a global uneasiness 
already out there. 

The show stars Andrew Lin¬ 
coln as sheriff’s deputy Rick 
Grimes, who wakes up after 
being in a coma to find out 
the world has become domin¬ 
ated by zombies. Grimes sets 
out to find his family and any 
other human survivors along 
the way. 

Yeun, who plays former 
pizza deliveiy boy Glen Rhee, 
joined the cast way back in the 
second episode of season one. 
“I think the draw of the zombie 
genre to begin with was always 
about the survival,” Yeun said. 

“It was always the idea of 
how do you come back from 
this apocalyptic situation and 
stay alive? I think for our show 
it’s kind of cool, because in the 


world there’s sort of this global 
feeling of apocalypse, regard¬ 
less of whether it’s justified, or 
if it’s just kind of with the fi¬ 
nancial crisis or whatever it is.” 

Yeun said it’s no surprise 
that a shaky world economy 
or threats of a nuclear attack 
by North Korea are causing the 
viewing public to flock to the 
Georgia-filmed show in droves. 

“It’s cool to jump in and 
watch a television show and 
say, ‘Hey, I might be that char¬ 
acter in real life’ and follow him 
or her the entire way through. 
It’s definitely the characters.” 

He said he talks to people 
who say it’s not even the type 
of show they would watch, but 
they’re drawn in. For instance, 
included in the viewership is 
a high percentage of female 


viewers, which is unusual for a 
sci-fi television series which is 
anything but short on gore. 

“I think it’s Norman Re- 
edus, but he’d hate me if I said 
that,” Yeun laughs in reference 
to character Daiyl Dixon, who 
is one of the main zombie 
hunters. “He’s a true badass 
and he has a heart of gold. If 
you’re not dialling in to watch 
that, I don’t know what you’re 
doing.” Reedus and actress Me¬ 
lissa McBride, who plays Carol, 
a woman who is the last sur¬ 
viving member of her family, 
are scheduled to be among the 
celebrity guests at the Calgaiy 
Comic & Entertainment Expo 
this weekend. 

The fourth season is sched¬ 
uled to begin in October and 
the show has not been shy 


about killing off main charac¬ 
ters. Last season saw the deaths 
of Lori Grimes, the main char¬ 
acter’s wife, Merle Dixon, 
Daiyl’s brother and a former 
lawyer named Andrea. 

“You don’t want to have 
that phone call where they tell 
you you’re not going to live,” 
said Yeun. “I think you make 
peace with it and... to be a part 
of it in any amount is great. 
And if you die, they’ll kill you 
off in the way that’s most im¬ 
pactful.” 

Yeun’s character has 
evolved from a cautious young 
man bent on survival in season 
one to a leader who has found 
a love-interest named Maggie 
and thinks nothing of going 
head-to-head with a zombie.
